The Port of New York Authority 
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The Port of New York Authority is a public corpora- 
tion created jointly by the States of New York and 
New Jersey to carry out the terms of the Port Treaty 
adopted by the two states on April 30, 1921. 


It is not a private corporation with stocks and 
bonds; nor is it a commission. 


It can own property, issue bonds that are not part of 
the debt of either state, and make all kinds of develop- 
ments consistent with the purpose for which it was 
created. 


The Port Authority, as the executive agency of the 
two states, is composed of twelve commissioners—six 
from each state—to serve without compensation. It 
is organized as a single body, but the vote of at least 
three commissioners from each state is necessary for 
the legality of each decision. 
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HE SITE of the George Washington 

Bridge is of historic interest. During the 
American Revolution the terrain in the im- 
mediate vicinity was the scene of many of the 
momentous events which led to the founda- 
tion of the Republic. Fort Washington and 
Fort Constitution, on either side of the river, 
figured conspicuously in the defense of the 
Colonies of New York and New Jersey by the 
American patriots under the leadership of 
George Washington. 

A Colonial battery, stationed at the very 
site of the New York tower of the bridge, de- 
fended the American position from a bom- 
bardment by British frigates. When George 
Washington was forced to evacuate the city 
of New York and retire into New Jersey, 
covering detachments were left at various 
positions in northern Manhattan. 

This bridge, erected by The Port of New 
York Authority, will always be one of the 
outstanding landmarks in the Port Distriet— 
a monument both to the present generation 


and to the Revolutionary forebears. Accord- 
ingly, the Port Authority named it the 
“George Washington Bridge” in opening it to 
interstate traffic on October 25, 1931. 
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The States of New York and New Jersey 
in 1930, placed operation of the Holland 
Tunnel, which extends under the Hudson 
River between Jersey City and Manhattan, 
under the jurisdiction of The Port of New 
York Authority as agent for the two States. 








In 1931, financial control also was given to 
the Port Authority and $50,000,000 in bonds 
were issued to reimburse the two States for 
their investment. 





The tunnel was named after Clifford M. 
Holland, designer and first chief engineer, 
and has been a tremendous success since it 
was opened November 13, 1927. Between 
that date and December 31, 1931, the Holland 
Tunnel was used by 45,531,664 vehicles.

The Outerbridge Crossing is an 
important link in this rapid 
highway system from Manhattan, 
Brooklyn and points north and 
east to points west and south.

In the old Manor House, now occupied by 
Elsie Janis, the popular actress, there lived in 
Colonial days Mary Philipse, the charming 
young daughter of Sir Frederick Philipse and 
his wife, Mary Van Courtland. Her hand 
was being sought by two rival courtiers, a 
British Tory named Morris and a Colonial lieu- 
tenant named Washington. Mary gave her 
heart to the Tory. Ten years later, the lieu- 
tenant returned to this portion of Westchester, 
now Commander-in-Chief of the American 
Army. He took possession of the Manor 
House and, ignoring the pleas of Mary, threw 
her Tory husband into prison, and made the 
house his headquarters. 

On the ground where now stands the 
campus of Highland Manor School and Junior 
College, three Colonial troopers serving under 
the Commander -in-Chief captured Major 
John Andre, who was returning to New York 
just after he had concluded negotiations with 
Benedict Arnold for the surrender of West 
Point to the British. Of these three troopers 
Washington later wrote, “They prevented, in 
all probability, our suffering one of the severest 
strokes that could have been meditated against
